VATICAN CITY, March l l —(ZP) 
—Pope 
Pius XII declared 
in a 
worldwide 
encyclical today 
the

ed for a “Crusade of Prayer” on 
Passion Sunday, March 26, to in­ 
voke of God “opportune remedies 
to prevent evils.”

Pay for the Farmer? 


B y F R A N C E S B A K E R 
When a farm er is 
confronted 
w ith new 
m ethods of 
farm ing, 
some of the factors w ith w hich he 
is most concerned are: Will it pay 
* rue to m ake the changes?; Will it 
I m ake me m ore profit? 
In 1946 a com parison was m ade 
between farm s following soil con­ 
servation practices and farm fol­ 
lowing soil 
depicting 
methods. 
This survey* covered the states of 
Ohio, Illinois, W isconsin, and Iowa. 
A com parison 
was m ade 
be­ 
tween 252 pairs of farm s. These 
farm s w ere paired as nearly equal 
as possible according to size, live- 


I stock program s, ability to produce, 
1 and other factors excepting con­ 
servation practices th at m ight pro- 
j duce variations in income. 
Those farm s on which a good 
I program of soil conservation was 
followed, out produced the farm s 
j with a soil depleting program by 
$5.53 p er acre. In this survey it 
m eant a difference in 
additional 
net income of $954 per farm w ith 
good conservation for the year. 
Each and every one of those 
farm ers who followed good soil 
fertility practices had m ore money 
w ith which to pay his debts, to 
modernize his home, to take a v a­ 
cation, and m any of the other es­ 
sentials and luxuries th at go to 
m ake life w orth living. 
On the basis of such facts as 
these, why do so m any farm ers 
continue to exploit 
their 
farm s7 
Why do they take m ore out of the 
soil than they p u t back in? If we 
use these m ethods on our check­ 
ing accounts, the results are in­ 
evitable. O ur soil is 
our

checking account. Why, then, do 
so many farm ers continue to o v er­

A Good Move For City Fire Protection 


It may be a very 
good thing for 
both 
Washington C. H. and Greenfield that a con­ 
tract has been made between the two munic­ 
ipalities for cooperation in connection with 
serious fires in either community. 


The city council here 
took action this 
week to bind an agreement for three years 
effective beginning March 15. 


Most cities this size and smaller occasion­ 
ally have a damaging 
fire and competent 
heip is badly needed. The agreement with 
Greenfield provides that neither city is to 
be held responsible for any damage incur­ 
red when its fire department makes a trip to 
the other. Also 
the expense is omitted by 
mutual agreement. Either city, when called 
upon, is to send one piece of equipment and 
two firemen. 
For many years no such contract as this 
was arranged by Washington C. H. with any 
ether city. It is generally agreed by city of­ 
ficials that such a 
move is desirable. The 
same could be done with some other neigh­ 
boring cities and towns. Some of our vil­ 
lage neighbors also 
have equipment and 
doubtless 
would be glad to make 
a con­ 
tract. 
The advantage of such a plan does away 
with the 
assessment of high costs 
in the 
event help is sought. Naturally it is expected 
that no city will call upon a neighbor for 
such aid unless it is badly needed. 
None of us know just how soon we may 
have to issue such a call. 


State 
Department has not forgotten

It also 
can be pointed out that trade and industrial 
people have not forgotten. 
Exporters and importers are still at work 
in our hemisphere, somewhat hampered by 
the shortages of dollars which bother our 
southern neighbors as well as those across 
the seas, and industrial interests have con­ 
tinued to look for new sources of materials 
to the north and south. 
These are not enough; the most endur­ 
ing 
international ties are those 
among 
peoples. With the outbreak of war Ameri­ 
cans became preoccupied with Europe and 
Asia; that preoccupation 
has not ended. 
This attitude has been reflected in Congress 
and the administration. The United States 
has been publicly and 
officially engrossed 
with affairs to east and west, to the detri­ 
ment of our relations with the 
southern 
neighbors, Effort toward better balance is 
needed.

It is our own 
back yard, while the areas of Europe and 
Asia to which we have been so fervently de­ 
voting our thoughts, efforts and dollars are, 
after all, in the other half of the world.

This common situation serves 
to illustrate how sensitive this 
area Is and how any disorder 
which clogs the breathing pas­ 
sages or puts pressure on nerve 
ends within the nose causes pain 
and headache. 
In One Area 
In headache produced by In­ 
fection of the sinuses, the pain Is 
usually limited to one area.

Age of Panhandlers in America 


It Is hard to realize that 328,000 
persons are on relief In New York 
City, feting their living out of the 
taxies of their fellow citizens. It 
is estimated that before the year 
is over, the figure will reach 
387.000. Henry Root Stern, chair­ 
man 
of the New York 
State 
Board of Social Welfare, says: 
"...The only way 
I can picture it 
is to think, as 
I an 
old 
first 
world war vet­ 
eran, 
of 
the 
quarter rn a ster 
general’s prob­ 
lems 
in 
per­ 
forming similar 
services lor a- 
bout 38 of our 
present 
army 
divisions. And at that he would 
bt dealing with a homogeneous 
population nearly entirely com­ 
posed of males from 18 to 26 all 
presumably in vigorous physical 
condition, and with uniform diet­ 
ary, clothing anc! other living re­ 
quirements." 
Most 
American citizens 
are 
faced with the problem of those 
families that have become ac­ 
customed to living on taxpayers’ 
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money. Of course, there are al­ 
ways the naturally indigent, the 
crippled and the incapacitated. 
No on* can begrudge whatever 
assistance we can give them in 
their misfortune. Our people have 
always 
been 
charitable 
and 
kindly toward the unfortunate. 
However, another type has be­ 
come our problem during the 
past twenty years: it is the Amer­ 
ican who believes that because he 
was once born, he needs always 
to be supported. He has become a 
nsrmanent panhandler and he is 
proud of it. And he has come to 
regard the department of welfare 
or wherever he gets his free feed 
as 
a collection agency. 
Those 
agencies have often come under 
social workers who would 
be 
without jobs if there were no 
panhandlers whose welfare need­ 
ed to be looked after. The pan­ 
handler really feeds the social 
worker. 
Mr. Stern, examining the New 
York City welfare department, 
describes what Raymond M. Hil­ 
liard found there when he was 
appointed its commissioner: 
"He found on his hands a de­ 
partm ent the personnel of which 
was, in the main, under the dom ­ 
ination 
of local 
No. I 
of 
the 
United Public Workers of Am eri­ 
ca, C. I. 0 .,--a communistic union. 
The staff was riddled with these 
fellow 
travelers—all 
on 
civil 
service 
” fTba C. I. O. recently 
declared the particular union in­ 
volved to be communistic.) 
Apparently, what these people 
on relief want is not temporary 
aid to see them over a bad time. 
What they seek is a permanent 
setup, with insurance and tele­ 
phones and even club dues for 
children. Here is an interesting 
item that Mr. Stern reports: 
"Children of families on pub­ 
lic assistance not only, of course, 
get lree schooling but also free

school lunches. In addition, in 
the elementary grades there is 
an allowance to enable the child 
to participate in the school’s gov­ 
ernment organization society, ed­ 
ucational trips and movies and to 
purchase school supplies such as 
pencils, notebooks, et cetera, and 
a class paper. 
“At the junior and senior high 
school level, these items are ex­ 
panded to include participation 
in science and current event 
clubs, locker key deposits, foun­ 
tain pens, charity contributions 
and towels for gym.’’ 
And also, cigarettes. There is 
a demand for cigarettes. It can 
be 
estimated that m ort 
than 
$10,000,000 could be spent each 
year on cigarettes if only half 
of those on relief in New York 
City were given a pack of cig­ 
arettes every other day. 
And they want church contri­ 
butions; that is, they want the city 
to giv*e each one on relief a coin 
to throw into the collection plate 
on a Sunday. Of course, there 
would be no receipt, so that the 
coin would have to be given to 
each person whether he went to 
church or not. Mr. Stern figuie* 
that this would come to nearly 
$3,900,000 a year. 
The social workers running a 
pressure group called the welfare 
council propose that the city gitfe 
each family of four, $3,146 a 
year—tax free. How many who 
work for a living have $3,000 a 
year after taxes are paid? What 
the welfare council seems to want 
is to make relief more profitable 
than work; they want relief to 
be more attractive than earning 
enough to pay taxes. There must 
be a motive for such an attitude 
as otherwise it makes no sense 
at all. Why should anyone work 
unless he can earn as much or 
more than he can get on relief?
